Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-22, drawn to Trigonal Compounds and synthesis thereof, 
classified in class 544; 546, subclass 181; 2. 

II. Claims 23-25, drawn to Tetragonal Compounds and synthesis thereof, 
classified in class 540; 544; 546, subclass 145; 179; 2. 

III. Claims 46-54, drawn to Hexagonal Compounds and synthesis thereof, 
classified in class 546, subclass 2. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The groups clearly have significant structural differences. Each requires a ligand 
of a different shape. Further, those of Group I have 6 metal atoms, those of Group II 
have 8 metal atoms, and those of Group III have 12 metal atoms. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
